Oil talks 
‘candid’: 
Stelmach 

O Premier said he stressed his government’s ‘proven 
commitment to protect and maintain the integrity of 
Alberta’s air, land, water and wildlife.’ 

Alberta Premier Ed Stelmach says the 
emphasis was on the environment 
yesterday during his “open and candid” 
discussion with Nancy Pelosi, one of the 
most powerful lawmakers in the United 
States. 

“It was acknowledged that the devel¬ 
opment of the oilsands has its 
challenges,” Stelmach said in a news re¬ 
lease. 

“I impressed upon her that Alberta is 
taking the necessary steps to balance en¬ 
ergy security with environmental 
responsibility and economic growth.” 

Pelosi, who has often voted against oil 
interests, and other U.S. officials met 
with Canada’s environment minister and 
three premiers at a private dinner at the 
U.S. Embassy. “I also reinforced that 
Alberta considers the U.S. to be a strong 
ally and close friend that shares the same 
democratic principles and environmen¬ 
tal values,” said Stelmach. “I believe this 
meeting builds on the tremendous 
outreach efforts of our government.”

By the time Kevin Lowe 
broke into the NHL with 
the Edmonton Oilers, he 
had been wearing the No. 
6 jersey his whole life. 

But Colin Campbell, 
who is now the NHL’s di¬ 
rector of hockey opera¬ 
tions, already had that 
number. 

“He’s a very good friend 
to this day but he actually 
tried to sell me No. 6,” said 
the Oilers president. 

“I think he wanted to 
charge me $5,000 at the 


time and I was making 
$50,000 and that just 
seemed like too much of 
my pay.” 

So the Oilers’ first-ever 
draft pick pulled on the 
No. 4 jersey and nobody 
has worn it since. Until 
now. 

“When I saw him in a 
No. 4, he just looked right 
in it,” Lowe said about Tay¬ 
lor Hall, who was given 
the number yesterday. “As 
far as a decision coming 
down from us, it was as 


simple as that.” 

Hall, who has worn the 
number for years, said the 
jersey suits him just fine. 

“I’m not a huge number 
guy but for me to wear the 
four, it’s pretty comfort¬ 
ing,” he said. “I’ve always 
thought it’s a pretty cool 
number for a forward.” 

Magnus Paajarvi was al¬ 
so given the number 91 
jersey yesterday and Jor¬ 
dan Eberle will take No. 
14.

GRAD PARTY DEATH 

Attacker 
seeks to 
avoid jail 

A person convicted of 
manslaughter in a grad 
party attack that killed a 
20-year-old Edmonton- 
area man is hoping for a 
sentence to be served in 
the community. 

In June, a judge found 
Colin Bibaud guilty in 
the 2007 slaying of Eric 
Olsen at a home near 
Stony Plain, west of Ed¬ 
monton. 

At a sentencing hear¬ 


ing, Bibaud’s lawyer 
asked that Bibaud be al¬ 
lowed serve his sentence 
in the community, but 
the Crown asked for six 
to eight years. 

During Bibaud’s trial, 
court heard that Olsen 
climbed onto the roof of 
a house in an effort to 
escape a group of people 
chasing him. However, 
he was kicked and beat¬ 
en unconscious and then 
knocked off the roof to 
the ground, where he 
was repeatedly kicked 
by the mob and then 
died in hospital four 
days later. 

Bibaud will find out 
his sentence on Friday.

Ancient Chinese art 
debuts in Edmonton

Thousands of young Chi¬ 
nese students from Edmon¬ 
ton schools were treated to 
something rarely seen out¬ 
side of the Asian nation. 

For the first time in 
Canada, the Mei Langfang 
Beijing Opera Troupe per¬ 
formed a work shop of the 
ancient and traditional Chi¬ 
nese art form. 

The Confucius Institute 
in Edmonton has been 
working on bringing the 
troupe here for over a year 
and they chose Ross Shep¬ 
pard High School as the 
venue for the unique expe¬ 
rience. 

“This is their first time 
ever outside of China so it’s 
a very rare opportunity,” 
said Jenny Li-Mitra, Ross 
Sheppard’s Chinese 

teacher. 

“Many young people in 
China are losing interest in 
it, so the government is 
now trying to revitalize it.”

► Mei Langfang The founder 
of the troupe is still consid¬ 
ered the most famous Chi¬ 
nese opera star of all time. 
He died in i960. 

Developed more than 
200 years ago, Beijing 
Opera is considered Chi¬ 
na’s cultural treasure. Com¬ 
ponents include singing, 
recitation, acrobatic fight¬ 
ing, gestures, and dancing. 

Li-Mitra said she and her 
close to 300 Chinese stu¬ 
dents at Ross Sheppard will 
study the Beijing Opera in a 
unit in class following the 
workshop but she’s not 
sure the artform will catch 
on here. 

“Edmonton’s Chinese 
community is a very strong 
group of people,” she said. 
“I hope they can get into 
this but I don’t think it will 
catch on as a really popular 
form of art. For my stu¬ 
dents, I just want them to 
appreciate it.”

A proposal to keep down¬ 
town Edmonton night¬ 
clubs open later has passed 
another step. 

The city’s executive 
committee has voted in 
favour of several recom¬ 
mendations of the report 
that suggests bars on 
Jasper Avenue stay open 
until 4 a.m. 

Closing time now is at 2 
a.m. 

The report tries to ad¬ 
dress the growing conges¬ 


tion, crime and noise fac¬ 
tor in the area. 

The later closing time is 
one of several recommen¬ 
dations in a report made to 
address the nightlife along 
Jasper Avenue, which has 


included alcohol-fuelled vi¬ 
olence. 

Liquor sales would still 
end at 2 a.m., but bars 
would stay open an addi¬ 
tional two hours. 

It has been argued that 


the later bar hours would 
ease congestion and allow 
people to gradually leave 
the area over the course of 
the evening. 

The report also calls for 
more city resources to en¬ 
courage new business 
along Jasper, as well as a 
special entertainment 
zone police unit, more 
lighting, more cleaning, 
and additional late-night 
transportation.

Veterans to get 
more assistance 

O New health facility opens for military and RCMP 
veterans dealing with PTSD, depression, anxiety

Alberta Health Services of¬ 
ficially opened a new Oper¬ 
ational Stress Injury Clinic 
especially for veterans yes¬ 
terday, the first of its kind 
in northern Alberta. 

The unique clinic — lo¬ 
cated in Northgate Mall — 
boasts a warm colour 
palette, soft natural light¬ 
ing and tranquil sound¬ 
proofed rooms to the point 
that the clinic feels more 
like a relaxing living room 
or study and less like a 
health facility. 

“The space was devel¬ 
oped with the stakehold¬ 
ers’ input,” explained Jeff 
Sych, manager of the new 
facility. “A lot of people

with post-traumatic stress 
disorder are very sensitive 
to light, heat, noise ... so 
we’ve incorporated ad¬ 
justable lighting in each of 
the treatment areas, as 
well as soundproofing and 
temperature control.” 

In addition to offering 


treatment for PTSD, the 
clinicians at the facility al¬ 
so offer treatment to veter¬ 
ans with depression, 
anxiety and substance- 
abuse issues. 

The clinic also offers 
help to the families of the 
veterans dealing with 
these types of operational 
stress injuries. 

“We offer therapeutic 
services to the individuals 
themselves, but also to 
their family members and 
spouses,” noted Debbie 
Leslciuw, a clinical social 
worker with the clinic. 

“We can offer family 
therapy or couples thera¬ 
py ... we’re a multidiscipli¬ 
nary team, so we offer a 
holistic, multidisciplinary 
approach to treating peo¬ 
ple.” 


When Ulrilca Chapman 
steps out her front door in 
Glenora, she’s about 14 
feet from Stony Plain Road. 

Last night she attended

Surprise 
tiger cub 
holding on 

A tiny Siberian tiger cub 
was in the zoo equivalent 
of neonatal intensive care 
yesterday after its surprise 
birth 24 hours earlier. 

Staff at the Calgary Zoo 
were unaware that the 
cub’s mother, 10-year-old 
Katja, was pregnant. She 
actually gave birth to two 
cubs, but one died soon af¬ 
terward. 

Keepers were doing 
what they could to save 
the remaining animal, an 
unnamed female. They put 
its odds of survival at 50 
per cent or less. 

“She is stable,” said 
Sandie Black, head of vet- 


enue. 

“I think 107 Avenue was 
designed to handle it,” she 
said. 

“Good public transit 
that goes downtown is 
great, we just don’t like 
that it’s going down one of 
the oldest, curviest roads 
in Edmonton.” 

Coun. Linda Sloan said 
that concerns about traffic 
are what she is hearing 
most frequently from the 
public.

Court action aims to 
save oilsands caribou

O Alberta’s caribou recovery strategy 
specifically rejects limiting new mineral 
or forestry leases within caribou habitat 


As U.S. Speaker of the 
House Nancy Pelosi dis¬ 
cussed oilsands concerns 
in Ottawa, a court action 
began yesterday in Edmon¬ 
ton that could deliver an¬ 
other hit to the 
beleaguered industry. 

Environmental and abo¬ 
riginal groups hope to use 
the Species At Risk Act to 
force federal Environment 
Minister Jim Prentice to 
protect woodland caribou 
herds in northeastern Al¬ 
berta that are rapidly 
shrinking in the face of 
oilsands and forestry de¬ 
velopment. 

“What we’re asking is 
that the court order the 
minister to recommend an 
emergency protection or¬ 
der for the caribou of 
northeastern Alberta,” said 
Barry Robinson, a lawyer 
with the group Ecojustice. 


The groups filed two no¬ 
tices in Federal Court yes¬ 
terday saying that 
legislation obliges Prentice 
to step in to protect the 
herds, which studies sug¬ 
gest have declined to one- 
tenth their historic size. 

Woodland caribou in 
Alberta are considered a 
threatened population un¬ 
der the act. which forces 
Ottawa to develop a recov¬ 
ery plan for it. Environ¬ 
ment Canada is working 
on that plan, but the 
herds are shrinking so 
quickly that emergency 
protection is needed, 
Robinson said. 

“We said: ‘Fine, do 
whatever you think is nec- 
essaiy to get a good recov¬ 
ery strategy. But in the 
interim, let’s get some pro¬ 
tection for these herds.’”

O Florida minister set to burn Muslim holy book on 
anniversary of 9-11, despite pressure from White House 


Canada is speaking out 
against a tiny Florida 
church’s plan to burn 
copies of the Qur’an on the 
anniversary of the Sept. 11 
terror attacks. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay says it is “insulting 
to Muslims and Canadians 
of all faiths.”

on the pastor to “bring 
people together, not break 
them apart.” 

MacKay also says Cana¬ 
dian Forces in Afghanistan 
are not fighting Islam or Is¬ 
lamic beliefs.

O Ottawa predicted to see 80 per cent surge in 
low-literacy adults, to nearly half a million in 2031 


Canada’s four largest cities 
are expected to see growth 
in the number of adults 
with low literacy skills by 
2031, with the biggest 
surge projected for the cap¬ 
ital, according to a report 
released yesterday. 

Canada may be among 
the leaders of industrialized 
nations and rank among 
the best-educated coun¬ 
tries, but the report from 
the Canadian Council on 
Learning suggests the coun¬ 
try is hardly immune from 
literacy problems within 
the population. 

Low literacy is defined by 
the Organization for Eco¬ 
nomic Co-operation and 
Development’s Internation¬ 
al Adult Literacy Skills Sur¬ 


vey as difficulty in reading, 
understanding and func¬ 
tioning effectively with 
written materials. 

The council’s report proj¬ 
ects there will be little 
change in the proportion of 
adults with low literacy in 
Canada but a small increase 
in the total number of low- 
literacy adults within the 
next two decades. 

More than 15 million 
Canadian adults will have 
low literacy skills by 2031, 
up 25 per cent from 2001. 

However, the percentage 
of adults with low literacy 
skills in 2031 will actually 
dip to 47 per cent — a three 
per cent decline over a 30- 
year period.

The Bank of Canada raised 
the trend-setting interest 
rate a quarter point to one 
per cent yesterday, even as 
it acknowledged that the 
country’s economic 

growth will be more grad¬ 
ual than previously 
thought. 

It was the third hike in 
three months, taking the 
overnight rate up in stages 
from the rock-bottom 0.25 
per cent that was set by 
the central bank during 
the recession to help stim¬ 
ulate the economy. 

The hike, which most 
economists had predicted 
and supported, will likely 
have the effect of increas¬ 
ing borrowing costs on 
short-term loans, such as

O Recent price hikes fuelled by low borrowing costs and 
consumer confidence after strong recovery from recession 


Another hike in borrowing 
costs yesterday is likely to 
further soften Canada’s 
housing market, but a ma¬ 
jor think-tank says the 
slowdown in recent 
months won’t produce a 
“free fall” in demand. 

The Bank of Canada 
raised interest rates anoth¬ 
er quarter point — the 
third such increase in 
three months — and the 
banks bumped up their 
prime rates by the same 
amount, pushing up the 
costs of mortgages linked 
to prime. 

But the Conference 
Board of Canada says it 
sees a pause in the real es¬ 


tate market — not a U.S.- 
style collapse — after a 
surge in prices for the last 
several years in most Cana¬ 
dian cities. 

“The housing market 
has lost its lustre,” Mario 
Lefebvre, director of the 
board’s Centre for Munici¬ 
pal Studies, said in a report 
yesterday. 

“No doubt about it. 
However, this will not lead 
to a free fall for Canada’s 
housing market. This 
country will not experi¬ 
ence home price declines 
to the tune of what we 
have witnessed in the Unit¬ 
ed States over the past few 
years.” the Canadian press 


Burst bubble 

► In the United States, the 
housing bubble burst 
mainly because of risky 
lending practices by major 
banks, which saddled 
them with hundreds of bil¬ 
lions of dollars in bad 
loans that eventually led to 
widespread foreclosures 
and the collapse of many 
regional banks and some 
Wall Street financial com¬ 
panies.

Australia and New 
Zealand shared first place, 
and Canada tied for third 
in a first-of-its kind survey 
ranking 153 nations on 
the willingness of their 
citizens to donate time 
and money to charity. 

The report, released 
yesterday by the British- 
based Charities Aid Foun¬ 
dation, showed striking 
variations in charitable 
behaviour around the 
world. 

For example, it found 
that only four per cent of 
Lithuanians gave money 
to charity, compared with 
83 per cent of people in 
Malta; 61 per cent of peo¬ 
ple in Turkmenistan did 
volunteer work, 


compared with two per 
cent of Cambodians. 

The overall rankings 
were a composite of three 
categories — the percent¬ 
age of people who donat¬ 
ed money, donated time 
and helped a stranger in 
the month prior to being 
surveyed. 

Australia and New 
Zealand topped the index 
with an average score of 


57 per cent, trailed by 
Canada and Ireland at 56 
per cent, and the United 
States and Switzerland at 
55 per cent. 

Several of the world’s 
most populous countries 
were near the bottom of 
the index — including In¬ 
dia in 134th place, Russia 
in 138th and China in 
147th.

An established indie band 
signing to a major label is 
a story that’s been told 
countless times. But Inter¬ 
pol’s version has a differ¬ 
ent twist. After leaving 
EMI following the release 
of 2007’s Our Love To Ad¬ 
mire, they’ve returned to 
Matador, the independent 
label they originally called 
home. 

“There have been a lot 
of changes in the music in¬ 
dustry. When we had the 
opportunity to part ways 
with EMI we made a mutu¬ 
al decision,” says guitarist 


Daniel Kessler. “We didn’t 
consider anyone else but 
Matador. We always re¬ 
tained a great friendship 
with them and always ad¬ 
mired them.”

Big Boi is savouring this vic- 
toiy. 

The Atlanta rapper — 
one-half of the six-time 
Grammy-winning duo Out¬ 
kast — spent years watch¬ 
ing as his solo debut Sir 
Lucious Left Foot: The Son 
of Chico Dusty languished 
in record-label limbo. 

It was finally released 
this year to widespread crit¬ 
ical acclaim, and Big Boi 
feels his effort has been re¬ 
warded. 

“The fans dig it, that’s 
what it’s all about,” he said 
in a recent interview. “You 
want to make music that 
they love and that they can 
live by. 

“You know, as long as 
they’re digging it man, I’m 
a happy camper.” 

Lately, he’s had plenty of 
reason to be upbeat. 

Sir Lucious Left Foot 
opened at No. 3 on the U.S. 
charts and No. 20 in Cana¬ 
da. While it hasn’t posted 
the sort of commercial 
numbers associated with an 
Outkast record it’s been a 
hit with critics. 

The 35-year-old seems a 
long way from the frustra¬ 
tion that punctuated his 
first solo foray. 

The record has been 
widely praised for its crafty 
lyricism, head-knocking 
beats and diverse produc¬ 
tion. He had much of the 
record finished more than a

year ago, including the 
earth-shattering electro- 
fimk of lead single Shutter- 
bugg, but Jive Records 
wasn’t sold on the album — 
they wanted something 
more radio-friendly. 

Ultimately, he left the la¬ 
bel for Def Jam. Jive report¬ 
edly barred the use of 
certain singles that featured 
his Outkast bandmate and 
close friend Andre 3000, in¬ 
cluding the Grammy-nomi- 
nated Royal Flush, because 
Outkast is still under con¬ 
tract with the label. 

Big Boi has been consis¬ 
tent in saying that Outkast 
would reunite for another 
record, which would mean 
working again with Jive. 

“I’m contractually obli¬ 
gated,” he said. “I got a deal 
with Def Jam and also I’m 
signed with Outkast to Jive 
too, so I got two record 

deals. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The idea of Sara Bareilles 
and Pharrell working on 
music sounds odd enough 
— but it’s not nearly as 
awkward as the actual 
event. 

The piano-playing 
songstress was exploring a 
new sound for her sopho¬ 
more CD when she decid¬ 
ed to try and work with 
the hitmalcer for Jay-Z, 
Justin Timberlalce, Gwen 
Stefani and more. When 
she walked in for her 
recording session, Phar¬ 
rell was getting a haircut. 

It went downhill from 
there. 

“I’m not a very good 
collaborator and I didn’t 
really know how to do it. 
... I felt really uncomfort¬ 
able with just the process 
and so I think that’s why 
we didn’t really get any¬ 
thing out of it,” Bareilles 
said. 

Though the 30-year-old 
earned Grammy nods for 
her breakthrough hit, 
Love Song, Bareilles said 
she struggled to come up 
with new material for the 
follow-up to her platinum¬ 
selling 2007 debut, Little 
Voice. 

“I hadn’t really pre¬ 
pared for what would 
come after that,” she said. 

Then she recorded Un¬ 
charted, a pop tune about 
messing up — and moving 


along. Things got easier 
after that. 

Bareilles talked recent¬ 
ly about the steps that led 
to Kaleidoscope Heart, out 
this week. 

Why is songwriting with oth¬ 
ers tough for you? 

I’m not a great co-writer. I 
have a lot of respect for 
people that can do it well, 
I’m just terrible at it. ... I 
don’t know. I feel like 
what comes out of it is al¬ 
ways something I feel a 
sense of detachment to 
and it sort of makes me 
feel like, I don’t know, un¬ 
able or unwilling to want 
to sing it as a part of my 
normal repertoire. 

Those songs you recorded 
with Pharrell — where will 
they end up? 

I would love to probably 
re-approach it instead of 
using what we ended up 
with. I’d love to do it again 
now that it’s not such a 
new experience. I think I 
have that tendency where 
my knee-jerk reaction is 
to sort of clam up and 
close myself off from do¬ 
ing something I’ve never 
done before. And it’s total¬ 
ly something I’m trying to 
let go of. I don’t know 
why I get so, I don’t know, 
nervous? I think I was 


star-struck, honestly. 

How did you come up with 
the first single? 

King of Anything was sort 
of a pep talk, it’s actually 
very similar to the way 
Love Song came about. ... 
It was written at the point 
where I was just starting 
to share the music and 
then people start to give 
you their feedback on it 
and you’re like, “Oh, you 
don’t like that part and 
you think I should change 
those words.” (Laughs.) ... 
There’s lots of people that 
aren’t going to like this 
record, you know, that 
don’t like my music any¬ 
way and people feel very 
vocal. Like, people are re¬ 
ally brave in what they say 
to you these days. 

Did you always want to be a 
singer? 

I don’t know if I articulat¬ 
ed that in my brain as a 
child, but I think I always 
felt like that was where I 
was the most confident 
and at peace and felt like 
it was my calling. I think I 
always thought I would do 
theatre though because I 
grew up doing musical 
theatre. So I think I always 
sort of anticipated, like, 
being on Broadway or 


something. 

Heading to Broadway soon? 

Oh god I would love it.... I 
have mad respect for the 
performers on Broadway 
and I would only want to 
do it if I could do an in¬ 
credible job.... So I think I 
would have some home¬ 
work to do before I could 
step up on stage. 

A lot of contemporary 
singers have delved into a 
more electro-pop, dance 
sound. Are you next? 

I feel like it would feel 
like wearing somebody 
else’s underwear because 
it’s really not (laughs)... it 
doesn’t feel kind of con¬ 
gruent with who I really 
think I am musically. But 
you never know. There’s 
great collaborations out 
there and I think there 
would be a way to do it 
musically where it felt 
good to me, but it’s not 
immediately a genre I’ve 
always loved or wanted to 
do. 

You should do a song with 
Carlos Santana. 

Me and Santana? OK. Can 
you make that happen? 
Give him a call.

Network offers the 
right view: Grammer

O Kelsey Grammer puts his money 
where his ideas are O Says 
traditional networks are biased 


Kelsey Grammer is an in¬ 
vestor and public face 
supporting a new net¬ 
work that launched yes¬ 
terday with 

entertainment designed 
to appeal to political con¬ 
servatives. 

RightNetworlc, whose 
first series, Running, fol¬ 
lows the fortunes of some 
Tea Party-backed candi¬ 
dates for public office, is 
also trying a new model 
to establish itself. It is ini¬ 
tially making program¬ 
ming available through 
video-on-demand servic¬ 
es, the Internet and 
through mobile phones, 
bypassing the approach of 
a traditional television 
network with a spot on 
channel lineups. 

Investors hope the sup¬ 
port of a conservative au¬ 
dience that has made Fox 
News Channel and radio 
hosts like Rush Limbaugh 
successful could also 
work for entertainment 
programming, said Kevin 
McFeeley, RightNetworlc’s 
president. 

“We feel the precedent 
has been set,” he said. 

Grammer, the Emmy- 
winning star of Frasier, 
said the network repre¬ 
sented a desire by him 
and some political friends 
“to stop allowing people 
who hate us to define us.” 

“If you have NBC, ABC, 
you have entire networks 
flooded with a very partic¬ 
ular point of view,” he 
said. “They won’t admit 
it, but it’s clearly the way 
it is. There’s plenty of 


room for us.” 

Initial programming al¬ 
so includes Right2Laugh, 
with standup comedians; 
Politics and Poker, with 
card players sitting 
around talking politics; 
and an entertainment 
newsmagazine. New 
episodes are made avail¬ 
able every few weeks, 
McFeeley said. Some of 
the candidates featured in 
Running have already lost 
primary bids. 

In the works is a sitcom 
called Moving Numbers, 
about quirky political 
consultants trying to elect 
a candidate to the U.S. 
Senate. McFeeley said 
RightNetworlc will also of¬ 
fer some vintage pro¬ 
gramming, like old 
episodes of William F. 
Buckley’s Firing Line. 

“We’re not out to vilify 
or accuse or identify any¬ 
body as an enemy,” Gram¬ 
mer said. 

“We’re out there to en¬ 
courage people to open 
their minds and take a 
look at some things that 
we as a group of people 
believe is the right direc¬ 
tion for the country.” 

While Grammer nar¬ 
rates a programming 
highlight reel available on 
RightNetworlc’s website, 
he hasn’t participated as 
an actor or producer in 
any of the network’s pro¬ 
gramming. The only other 
investor the privately held 
company has identified is 
Ed Snider, chairman of 
Comcast-Spectacor and 
owner of the Philadelphia

Common sense key to campus 




University of British Colum¬ 
bia spokesperson Paul Wong 
says that while campuses are 
generally safe places people 
still need to take sensible 
precautions and make ap¬ 
propriate choices. 

“Because campuses tend 
to be safe it’s easy to let your 
guard down but the safety 
measures that you would 
take at home still apply 
when you get to university 
or college,” Wong said. 

Be aware of how to reach 
campus security in an emer¬ 


gency and keep a list of con¬ 
tact numbers handy to dial 
up if needed, Wong says. 

While serious assaults are 
relatively rare on campus, 
thefts are definitely not, so 
consider taking your laptop 
with you when you hop out 
of the library for a bath¬ 
room break. 

“Students fall asleep and 
they’ll leave things sitting 
out all the time. You would¬ 
n’t go into downtown Van¬ 
couver and leave your 
laptop sitting there so why 
do it inside a student 
lounge?” Wong said. 

Imre Juurlink, a crime 


analysis supervisor at Ryer¬ 
son University in Toronto, 
says safety comes in num¬ 
bers so always travel with 


friends, especially when you 
head off-campus for some 
evening fun. 

“You’re always better off 


with a second person 
around. If you go out, make 
sure you have enough mon¬ 
ey for a cab and if you do go 
drinking, have at least one 
person in the group who is 
fairly sober,” Juurlink said. 

Social media like Face- 
book can be a great way to 
meet people but be careful 
not to divulge too much in¬ 
formation. 

“Stalking used to be 
mostly physical, now I find a 
large part of that happens 
online. Assume that anyone 
can access anything you 
post on Facebook,” Juurlink 
said.

Can Vikings rain 
on Saints’ parade? 

O With New Orleans still celebrating Super Bowl win, Minnesota looking for some payback 


The Saints’ first Super Bowl 
title was so big in New Or¬ 
leans that Mardi Gras, a 
revered local institution 
dating back well more than 
a centuiy, became popular¬ 
ly known as “Lombardi 
Gras.” 

New Orleans’ momen¬ 
tous victory over the Indi¬ 
anapolis Colts occurred in 
the middle of the city’s pa¬ 
rade season, so the Saints’ 
celebratory ride through 
town with the Vince Lom¬ 
bardi Trophy was simply 
added to the lineup. In the 
following days, players, 
coaches, team officials and

ances in traditional parades 
as well. 

And while Mardi Gras 
ended way back on Ash 
Wednesday, it seems as 
though Lombardi Gras still 
isn’t over quite yet — cer¬ 
tainly not by the looks of 


the French Quarter, where 
a massive concert stage has 
been built on the riverfront 
overlooking historic Jack- 
son Square. 

In the hours before the 
defending champs kick off 
the NFL season against the 
Minnesota Vikings tonight 
in the Louisiana Super- 
dome, the Big Easy will host 
a concert featuring Dave 
Matthews and Taylor Swift, 
an NFL-sponsored parade 
and a citywide bash for 
which a number of schools 
and businesses have al¬ 
ready decided to shut 
down. 

“It’s like the Super Bowl 


all over again,” Saints run¬ 
ning back Reggie Bush said. 

Indeed, Saints owner 
Tom Benson will show off 
the Lombardi Trophy once 
more at a newly completed 
festival plaza next to the Su¬ 
perdome that has been 
named Champions Square. 
Then the festivities move in¬ 
side the dome, where those 
with the hottest ticket in 
town will witness the rais¬ 
ing of a 2009 championship 
banner before kickoff. 

The Vikings would like 
to see the party end right 
about there, and they have 
their reasons for believing 
they can make that happen. 


Minnesota outper¬ 
formed the Saints in nu¬ 
merous statistical 

categories when they met 
in last season’s NFC cham¬ 
pionship game and might 
have won if not for five 
turnovers. 

The Vikings outgained 
the Saints 165 yards to 68 
on the ground and 310 
yards to 189 in the air. 

In the end, Minnesota 
was done in by three lost 
fumbles and two intercep¬ 
tions, the last by Saints cor- 
nerbaclc Tracy Porter when 
the Vikings were threaten¬ 
ing to take a late-game lead. 



Federer moves on to 



For one match at least, 
Roger Federer was back to 
his old self. 

Back to beating Robin 
Soderling, and back to be¬ 
ing a Grand Slam semifinal¬ 
ist — two things he used to 
do with such regularity. 

Treating the whipping 
wind and his familiar foe as 
only slight nuisances, 16- 
time Grand Slam champion 
Federer served his way to a 
convincing 6-4, 6-4, 7-5 vic¬ 
tory over the fifth-seeded 
Soderling in the U.S. Open 
quarter-finals last night. 

Federer had an 18-2 edge 
in aces against the big-hit- 
ting Soderling, mixing 


speed with pinpoint place¬ 
ment that kept the Swede 
guessing. 

“I’ve been practising my 
serve a whole lot, for my 
whole career. If I can’t serve 
in the wind, I’ve got a prob¬ 
lem, you know?” Federer 
said. “You could probably 
wake me up at 2 in the 
morning, or 4 in the morn¬ 
ing, and I could hit a few 
serves.” 

The victory improved his 
career mark against Soder¬ 
ling to 13-1. 

The lone loss was in 
their previous match, in 
this year’s French Open 
quarter-finals. Soderling’s 


semis 

victory there ended Feder¬ 
er’s streak of reaching the 
semifinals at a record 23 
consecutive major tourna¬ 
ments. 

Federer then lost in the 
quarter-finals at Wimble¬ 
don, too, prompting some 
to question whether his 
best days were behind him. 
But a month after his 29th 
birthday, he is back in the 
semifinals at a Grand Slam 
tournament. 

Now Federer will meet 
third-seeded Novak 

Djolcovic in the semifinals 
for the third U.S. Open in a 
row.
